Intel mediate Depai Iment — W. D. Parser 


principal; Miss II. R. Moon, assistant. In 
this department, numbering eighty pupils, 
the exercises during the day exhibited a 
icry crcdiUble degree of order ancl ad- 
vancement. While uone-of the recitations 
indicated any attempt .at preparation mere- 
ly for an examination, the promptness and 
acctniteness required of pupils were cet- 
tainly indicative of thoroughness.

Fish, teacher. This school, which has been 
considered a " model primary school" of 
the city, fully sustains its. former reputation 
under the present snpervision. The readi- 
ness and correctness in recitations, and 
close attention to general exercises* claim 
the immediate notice of the visitor, while 
the complete order of the school would re- 
commend one of much higher grade. Es- 
pecially were wo pleased with the reading 
and the criticisms of the members of the 
first division.

Of allfth'e departments, then, your commit- 
tee are pleased to report very favorably. — 
Any opportunities for suggestions or. criti-. 
cism which may have occurred to usdtiring 
the examination, are, in one opinion, such 
as might be most easily and .ottbctivtly re- 
moved by the more frequent presence of 
patrons in the school room.

dry goods trade of last week was mnch in 
excess of the previous week, but the pres- 
ent one promises to exceed them botli. 
The hotels are filling tip-beyond all expec- 
tation, and upon the lists are nearly alkthe 
old well known names of country merchants. 
Tho dry goods men are not sullering us 
much as many have supposed they would 
from the.secession movement, i'or the rea- 
son that with the exception: of some .little 
from South Carolina, no extreme southern 
custom has'been lost. The gulf states have 
more and nipre for-'several years purchased 
their goods in New Orleans, and that trade 
in consequence, has long since ceased to 
be aii important one iu. New York .trade. 
The border slates, together .with the north- 
ern'and western ones, are'buyiri'g.if any- 
thing, larger than usual, and are' paying 
better. " I was informed to-day by one of 
our principal importers that as a.general 
thing, wholesalers were doing as well this 
spring as they were last, or'ncarly'sb.

The joint select committee on the war 


bill reported this morning, making the 
bonds run 5 years at 6 ;)ji' cent, increasing 
the amount to be placed at the disposal of 
the governorto $200,000 and permitting the 
fund to be used to meet expenses as they 
accrue. Several other amendments were 
adopted. 
It was passed in tha senate with 


only.one dissenting vote, Mr. Cunning, of 
Ozankee,. though some of the democratic, 
members came to the vote reluctantly, and 
Mr.'Maxon gave the personal- liberty bill' 
and republicanism a parting shot. 


After disposing of this bill, the report of 


the bank committee was presented, and oc- 
cupied some time. 


In the Assembly the bill was met with 


several proposed amendments. 
Among 


them was one to reduce the proposed fund 
to §100,000, which wa3 rejected—21 ayes, 
46 uays.• It was finally passed as it came 
.from the Senate, by a large vote. 


With the exception of Senator Cunning 


and Mr. Keogh of Milwaukee, who made 
one of his usual exhibitions, I saw very lit- 
tle or no factious opposition to the bill, al- 
though an affirmative vote was reluctantly 
drawn from them. 


In the course of the'debate, Mr. Atwood, 


of .this- city, effectively rebuked Keogh's 
.dirty partisan flings by announcing a de- 
spatch fram Milwaukee that two of the mil- 
itary companies there had offered theirser1 


vices to the Governor, and the letters re- 
ceived from prominent residents of the city, 
gave assurances that 500 men could be en- 
listed-there. It is understood that the Gov- 
ernor had issued his requisitions for troops.

THE PAIXTIKGS IN .THE ROTUNDA.

, In making the circuit of the rotunda, in 
order to introduce your readers to the splen- 
did historical paintings, and to indulge in 
such encomiums as the events they are de- 
signed to commemorate may "suggest, I 
propose, as I intimated in my former let- 
ter, to take the subjects up in chronologi- 
cal order. 


As these paintings are all of a national 


character and' commemorative of national 
events, the artist has very considerately 
commenced at the beginning, and opened 
the gallery with' 'the " Lmidiny of Colum- 
bus." 
This picture was painted by Van- 


derlyn, and is considered by many to be 
one of the finest specimens of the art.

ard, and with a drawn sword in his hand" 
accompanied by a number of his comrades 
in the act of taking possession of the "NEW 
WOIILD.:';

Although the avowed object of the good 


Isabella in, patronizing the expedition was 
'•'the glory of the nation in tha extension 
of Christianity^", yet the triumphant bear- 
ing of the admiral as portrayed by the ar- 
tist, smacks rather of the ambitious adven- 
turer than the lowly missionary. This may 
be accounted for on the ground that Ferdi- 
nand was said to have been actuated by 


ambitious and avaricious motives" in 


granting his support to the expedition. 


The background of the painting .exhibits 


an angle of -the- verdant -shore and the 
ocean with three s-aall vessels at anchor in 
the distance, presumed to be intended to 
represent the flag .ship Santa Maria, the 
Pinta and the Nina.

• 


In the foreground are several natives, or 


aborigines, to whom Columbus gave the' 
name Indians, as his presumption was that 
he had landed upon one of the East India 
islands. These natives appear in "nature's 
simple garb,1' and show unmistakably by 
every, feature, expression and sign, au orig- 
inal docility and magnanimity of character. 
It is impossible to study .this picture with- 
out falling involuntarily into the same train 
of reflection induced by a contemplation of 
the statuary, which was'HTte- subject of a 
former letter. So irres'istfbly is the mind 
impressed with the nobleness of primitive 
aboriginal character, - as compared with 
such character under the training of a so- 
called civilization, that its universal diffu- 
sion would seem a doubtful success. That 
such docility end magnanimity were the 
leading characteristics of the original na- 
tives of the American continent, I will let 
their original discoverer and first Christian 
acquaintance speak for them. 
I quote 


from " BrowneU's Pioneer Heroes" : 


"These -natives, the first of their race 


seen by European eyes, were beardless, of 
a copper color, were entirely naked, and 
adorned with a variety of fantastic paint- 
ings. Their dispositions appeared eminently 
childlike, simple and affectionate. In his 
journal the admiral quaintly remarks 'I am 
of the opinion that they would very readily 
become Christians as they appearto have no 
religion,' '" and after describing the joy they 
manifested at receiving any trifling gift Co- 
lumbus writes, " They cried to one another 
with loud voices ' Come and see the men 
w7u> Jiav'e come from lieavcn. 
BRING THEM 


VICTUALS AND DRINK 1' 
Theu came many 


of both sexes every one bringing something, 
giving thanks to God, prostrating them- 
selves upon the ground, and lifting up their 
hands to heaven." "After visiting the beau- 
tiful island of Cuba and discovering still 
other tribes of Indians he writes to his sov- 
ereign Ferdinand and Isabella, "They are 
a very loving race, ..and without covetous- 
ness; they are adapted t'o auy use, aud I 
declare to your Highnesses, that there is 
not a'better country nor a better people in 
the .world than these. They love their 
.neighbors as they do themselves and no re- 
quest from any of them is ever refused, but. 
they rather unite acceptance of what they 
possess and manifest such a generosity they 
would give away, their own hearts." 


Subsequently in sailing, to one of the 


other Islands, " Columbus usually on the 
alert was asleep in the cabin and the care- 
less mariners ran the vessel on a shoal," 
and it was fouud necessary to unlade their 
vessel and take their effects to -the shore. 
In this labor they, received the voluntary 
assistance of their new made friends. The 
learned Peter Martyr in writing to the car- 
dinal of Arragon. in reference. to this ser- 
vice says " They showed much humanitie 
towards .our men, and helped them with 
their lighter to unlade their broken shippe,' 
and that with. such celeritie, and cheerful- 
ness that no friende for friende, or kinsman 
for kinsman, in such case moved with pitie 
coulde doe more." 


: With such unquestionable evidence of 
the superiority of character of the uncivil- 
ized, unchristianized native" American to 
the savage of the present day, the question 
very naturally arises was the discovery of 
this country a triumph of humanity? Is a 
semi-civilization a'general blessing?

An eye witness of the firing Friday night 


says it was terrifically grand, and reached a 
climax at 10~at night, Jvrhen the sky Was 
overcast by rain and cl&uds. The streets 
were filled with people nearly all night; al- 
so the houses and shipping, and every avail- 
able place. Towards morning the firing di- 
minished. A few hundred shots oaly were 
fired and replied -to only.-'occasionally by 
Sumler; when the fire and smoke was first 
seen issuing from Fort Sumter, it was sup- 
posed-to be only a signal to the: ships, which 
were in offing, apparently blockading the 
port, as they remained quietly at'anchor. 


Every ona anxiously.awaited to see what

in the table below, to serve as infantry or 
riflemen for a period of three mouths, or 
un^il discharged.

please communicate to me the time about 
which your quota will be expected at its ren- 
dezvous, as it will be met as soon as possi- 
ble by an officer or officers, to muster it in- 
to the serviee and pay of the United States, 
at the same time the oath of fidelity to the 
United States will be administered to every 
officer and man. 
The mustering officers 


will be instructed to receive no man under 
the rank of commisioned officer, who is in 
years apparently over 45, orunder IS, or 
who is not in full physical strength and vig- 
or. The quota to each State is as follows: 


Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont, Rhode 


Island, Connecticut, Delaware, Arkansas, 
Michigan, Wisconsin, Iowa, and Minnesota, 
one regiment each ; Massachusetts, North 
Carolina, Tennessee, 
'2 regiments each ; 


New York 17 regiments ; Pennsylvania 16 
regiments; Ohio 13 regiments ; Xew Jer- 
sey, Maryland, Kentucky, Missouri, 4 regi- 
ments each ; Illinois and Indiana, 6 regi- 
ments each ; Virginia 3 regiments. 


It is ordered thateach regiment shall con- 


sist of an aggregate of officers and men of 
1780. 
The total thus to be called out is 


73,010 men. The remainder, whieh consti- 
tutes 75,000 men under the President's pro- 
clamation will be composed of troops in the 
District of Columbia.

THE GEE AT UNION MEETING. 


•The largest and most enthusiastic meet- 


ing -ever held in this city convened at the 
court room last evening. Its object was 
to express the sentiments and purposeo of our 
people in relation to the war which has 
been commenced by southern traitors upon 
oar national government, and to pledge the 
citizens -of Janesville, without distinction 
of party, to co-operate with the patriotic 
people of all sections in sustaining the 
government. At an early hour the large 
Hall was densely crowded, so mnch so, that 
hundreds went away without being able to 
obtain admittance. 
:.: The meeting was organized by appoint- 
ing W-. H. Ebbetts, chairman, John R. 
Bennett, J. W. D. Parker, G. S. Strasber- 
ger and H. E. Pattison, vice presidents, 
and B. JB. Eldredge, secretary. 
..- Mr. Ebbetts, in taking the chair, made a 
patriotic and forcible speech, which was 
warmly responded to by the meeting. 


A committee on resolutions was appoint- 


ed) consisting of Maj. J. M. May, Doct. 
John Mitchell, Doct. H, Palmer, Rev. H. 
-C. TTiltpn and J. B. Cassoday, Esq., whore^ 
ported the following preamble and resplu- 
which were unanimously adopted : 


WHEREAS, We have learned with regfel 


that large combinations of armed men are 
now formed in a portion of our country for 
the expressed purpose of resisting the laws 
of oar national government, and taking by 
force the forts and other property belong- 
ing to the 'United States ; • 


Asp WHEBEAS, Said combinations have 


succeeded- in compelling Major Anderson 
to surrender FortSumter, and to give him- 
self and his men np to the .rebels as prison- 
ers of war ; and whereas, the President has 
issued his proclamation calling .upon 'the 
loyal citizens of the different states for 75,- 
000 volunteers; therefore, 


Resolved, That we, the citizens of Janes- 


ville, without distinction of party, pledge to 
the government our united co-operation 
'and support. 


2nd Resolution, That henceforth and un- 


til the present conflict is ended, there can be 
bat" two parties — PATRIOTS and' traitors. 


3rd! Resolution, That no patriot, states- 


man, 
or Christian can fail to support to the 


extent of his influence and ability, the ex- 
ecutive of the nation . in all constitutional 
efforts to defend the honor of the country 
by suppressing rebellion and treason wher- 
ever it appears, north or south. 


41& Resolution, That we will stand firm 


by the Constitution and our National Flag, 
and defend to the last extremity, and hold 
ourselves in readiness to respond to any 
calls from oar national executive for person- 
al or pecuniary aid to s oppress rebellion 
and pnnish rebels. 


5th Resolution, That we fully sanction 


the action of our Governor and legislature 
in placing the state in a condition to re 
spond to the call from pur President for 
military aid. 


6lh Resolution, Every sentiment of pat- 


riotism every consideration of national hon- 
or and safety, demand that all forts which 
have been seized by traitors should be im- 
mediately retaken ; and that as far as lies 
in our pewer we will aid to bring about 
that result. 


The following resolution was offered by 


B. B. Eldredge, Esq., and adopted unani- 
mously ::

The speakers who followed the chairman

The remarks of these gentlemen breath 


.ed but one spirit, that of a determination 
;to defend the country and to sustain the 
administration in crushing the rebellion 
which has been organized to overthrow the 
liberties of our native land. 
' The speeches were forcible and pointed, 
and elicited very frequent applause from 


...the vast concourse- of people, especially 


:when allusion was made to putting down 
the traitors who have dared to lift their

The fealing of the meeting was earnest 


and determined,and we have not a doubt that 
when the call is made by the Governor for 
volunteers, that Janesville will be fully rep- 
resented on the muster roll by patriotic 
men resolved to do or die in defence of the 
Union.
